«|  RESOLVED, by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort  Weyne, 
Indiana, that  it  iB  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Kinnaird  avenue  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, Indiana, from  Indiana 
avenue  to  Beaver  avenue, said  opening  and  extending  to  be  made  by 
condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  sufficient  lots  and 
lands  described  as  follows:  The  south  25  feet  of  out- lot  No,  5, and 

the  north  25  feet  of  lot  No.  6 of  Wayne  Township  out-lots  situated 
in  the  northwest  quarter  of  Section  14, Township  30, North  Range  12 
east.

We,  the  undersigned,  owners  of  Lot  Five,  Wayne  Town- 
ship Out Jots,  and  the  south  half  of  Lot  Four,  Wayne  Township 
OutjCots,  hereby  dedicate  to  the  public  for  the  purpose  of  a 
public  street,  enough  of  said  lots  for  the  opening  of  Lukens 
Avenue  from  Indiana  Avenue  to  Beaver  Avenue;  one-half  of 
said  street  to  be  taken  from  each  piece  of  our  land;  that  is 
to  say,  one-half  from  the  north  side  of  said  Out^ot  Five, 
and  one-half  from  the  said  south  half  of  Outfet  Four.  Lukens 
Avenue,  as  we  understand,  is  fifty  feet  wide.

Gentlemen : 

I have  for  a great  many  years  been  the  ov/ner  of  lot  five  (5) 
Wayne  township  outlots.  That  lot  lays  between  Beaver  Ave . on  the 
west  and  Indiana  Ave.  on  the  east.  Kinnard  Ave.  extends  from  south 
Wayne  Ave.  to  Indiana  Ave.  and  from  BeavSr  Ave.  to  Broadway.  If 
that  Ave.  were  opened  between  Indiana  Ave.  and  Beaver  Ave.  it  would 
be  on  the  south  of  your  petitioner’s  land^  <&ne  half  (l/2)  to  be 
taken  from  his  land  and  one  half  (l/2)  from  lands  adjoining  on  the 
south.  H*/  further  shows  that  Lukens  Ave.  -4s  marked  on  some  of  the 
older  plats  as  being  opened  between  South  Wayne  Ave.  and  Indiana  Ave. 
If  Lukens  Ave  were  extended  west  to  Ave.  it  would  be  on  the 

north  side  of  petti tioner  ’ s property^'  <&ne  half  (l/2)  to  be  taken 
from  your  pe.ttitioner  ’ s land  and  one  half  (l/2)  from  lands  adjoin- 
ing on  the  north.  He  shows  further  that  he  cannot  plat  his  land  into 
city  lots  without  the  opening  of  said  streets  on  the  north  and  soi&h 
as  above  indicated.  That  said  peice  of  land  has  been  assessed  heavi- 
ly,  both  for  the  intercepting  and  south  Wayne  sewers^and  that  it 
will  be  necessarily  be  assessed  for  another  sewer  before  it  can  be 
drained.  That  these  assessments f and  thj;  current  taxes  make  it  un- 
profitable  and  burdensome  to  keep  in  condition.  He  there- 

fore desires  to  plat  the  same  to  get  it  on  the  market.  In  view  of? 
the  foregoing,  he  respectfully  petitions  your  Honorable  body,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  open  and  extend  Lukens  ave.  and  Kinnard  Ave«  $ne 
half  (l/2)  of  each  to  be  taken  from  your  petitioner's  land A and  one
